Township Powers 
Measure Pushed 
By Greene County 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Township 
trustees from the Greene County area 
asked a House committee Wednesday 
night to approve a bill permitting 
townships to beef up their powers of 
self government. 


“There we sit, with 32,000 people, 
and can't even pass a parking or­ 
dinance,” said Harry H. Hammond, 
representing Beavercreek Township, 
west of Xenia 


Hammond and others said enact­ 
ment of one pending m easure, 
allowing townships with 30,000 or more 
population 
to 
incorporate 
by 
referendum, would help solve the 
community's water problems and pro­ 
vide other services enjoyed by Xenia, 
Fairborn. Kettering and other nearby 
communities 
He said Beavercreek attempted at 
one point to incorporate, agreeing to 
include only roughly two-thirds of the 
towaship where population is most 
dense, but was blocked by a series of 
lawsuits that contended there was no 
statutory basis for the incorporation. 
“Some form of self government 
must be made possible for the people 
of Beavercreek. I'm sure that the 
people have the desire and ability to 
govern themselves beautifully,” Ham­ 


mond told the House I/leal Govern­ 
ment Committee 
The panel is considering a series of 
proposals designed to strengthen 
township 
governments. 
Others, 
besides the one supported by Ham­ 
mond. would give them power to enact 
ordinances within certain limitations. 
Another pending m easure would 
establish a select legislative com­ 
mittee to study alternate forms of 
government for urban townships. 
James W. Saunders, a member of 
the Middletown City Commission, 
appeared as an opposition witness to 
all the pending bills, which he said give 
townships the same basic powers as 
municipalities. 
“It is essential for cities like Mid­ 
dletown to continue to grow and ex­ 
pand since we currently face the 
problems of a declining tax base, older

A fourth youth in the car was 
released after the deputies determined 
he was not involved in the theft 
Gasoline Lead California Target 


IXJS ANGEl^F-S (AP) - California 
antismog officials are on the verge of 
attempting what no other state has 
done and the federal government has 
been kept from doing — requiring the 
virtual elimination of lead in gasoline. 
Tiny amounts of the heavy metal are 
building up in the bodies (rf people 
living near freeways, the state Air Re­ 
sources Board has concluded Years of 
such exposure may be dangerous, say 
health officials, and after a public 
hearing today the ARB is likely to ap­ 
prove a phase-down program that 
could ban most lead additives by 1980 
But the state must reckon with the 
lead additive industry, which so far 
has used the courts to beat back 
federal efforts to reduce lead and 
render previous state antilead regu­ 
lations ineffective. The industry, 
which admits deleading of gasoline 
would "wound us some,” declares 
there is insufficient evidence to convict 
airborne lead of any harm to health 
In respect to health hazards, 
California has taken a stronger 
position than the federal Envi­ 
ronmental I*rotection Agency, which 
has not set any restrictions (Hi lead in 
the air. California's ARB recently- 
voted to retain a strict .standard. 
“We do not have enough medical 
information to talk about what is a safe 
air standard,” said Ronald Campbell 
of EPA’s Office of Air Quality Stan­ 
dards 
Even the most adamant state of­ 
ficials don't blame lead additives for 
causing clinical lead poisoning — 
which can produce liver and kidney 
dam age, vomiting, seizures, ab­ 


dominal pain, brain damage and 
death, large overdoses of lead usually 
come into the laxly from eating con­ 
tam inated food or, as happens 
frequently with ghetto children, eating 
leaded paint from aged housing. 
But l»i John K Goldsmith of the 
California Department of Health said 
that even with blood-lead amounts 
considerably below the poisoning 
level, some researchers have found 
disturbances in the way nerve im­ 
pulses are relayed. 
“It’s a long term problem,” he said 
“What worries me is the risk to 
children, who may take up lead more 


readily than adults.” 
Therefore, he said, even the 
relatively minor amount of lead 
breathed in from the air should be 
reduced 
Taking the lead out means gasoline 
has to be more highly refined to 
achieve the same octane rating — with 
its antiknock properties — as leaded 
gasoline. 
According to 
Jack Fuller, a 
spokesman for the Ethyl Corp., 
manufacturers of lead additives, this 
will “cost like the devil ” 
“ It takes four to six per cent more 
crude oil and extra energy to make 
unleaded gasoline, and that's counter 
to energy conservation,” he said

tral areas, and moderate in the west 
central and central districts ” 
Officials said recent unseasonable 
warm weather had caused the wheat to 


begin premature growth in areas 
where there was enough moisture and 
that widespread insect infestations 
were reported 
In Texas, the report said, irrigated

Mrs. Peron 
W on't Run 
In Election 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) - 
President Isabel Peron, after seven 
months of increasing demands for her 
resignation or im peachment, has 
promised a presidential election will 
be held before the end of the year and 
she will not run. But she said she would 
serve out her term. 


“ I’m not interested in being a 
candidate,” Juan D. Peron’s 45-year- 
old widow and successor said in a 
televised speech Wednesday night. 
“ The only thing I care about is the 
happiness of the Argentine people.” 
Her term does not end until May 25, 
1977. There was no indication of posible 
candidates to succeed her. 
There was speculation that the 
major opposition political parties, the 
military and the divided Peronist 
movement had agreed to accept Mrs.

Belief that a compromise had been 
worked out was heightened by Interior 
Minister Roberto Ares’ announcement 
that the congressional session which 
Mrs. Peron had decreed at an end on 
Monday would be convened again next 
Wednesday. Congressional opponents 
had been threatening impeachment of 
the president, and it was believed she 
would not have agreed to the resump­ 
tion of the session unless this threat 
was withdrawn.

A University of Notre Dame study

NEW YORK (AP) - By whatever 
name they are known — institutes, 
a ssocia tions, 
societies, 
unions, 
federations — they are concentrations 
of influence, and each year more of 
them move to the Washington, D.C. 
area. 
The incentive is the same as that 
which made many of them settle at 
first in New York and Chicago and 
other American cities — their belief 
that from these addresses they could 
best listen to and make an impact on 
public opinion. 
Now they are saying in effect that 
the way to influence public opinion is 
not 
to 
shotgun 
their 
m essage 
throughout America but to concentrate 
their fire on the specific target of 
legislation and regulation. 
“There is a fundamental feeling 
among association people that most of 
their concerns are identified with the 
presence of the federal government, 
and that this is where the action is,” 
said Clarence Arata. 
Arata, executive vice president of 
the Metropolitan Washington Board of 
Trade, 
maintains 
Washington 
has 
surpassed both Chicago and New York 
in the number of national association 
headquarters. 
“We’ve grown very fast in the past 
two, three years,” he said. “ We have 
26 per cent, while New York now has 
only 24 per cent and Chicago 16 per 
cent.” 
So numerous have they become in 
W ashington, 
that 
often 
the 
associations are referred to as the 
fourth branch of government, exerting 
influence on the lives of Americans 
exceeded only by the executive, 
judicial and legislative branches. 
New York, which is attempting to 
keep its industry and influence, isn’t

argument, and it has some support. A 
new edition of the Encyclopedia of As­ 
sociations still has it in first place.

The n ation s prison g an g s g o by 
man y n ames. There's the Wild Bu n ch 
in Missou ri. The Mex ican Mafia in 
Californ ia The Chu rch of the New 
Son g in Oklahoma. The Vice Ix irds in 
Illin ois. 
Wherev er they sprin g u p, whatev er 
they are called, the n ation 's prison 
g an g s g en erally work to operate an d 
con trol the rackets in side the prison 
walls: protection serv ices, dru g sales, 
g amblin g an d homosex u al acts. 


In the early 197(&, there was a flu rry 
of prison killin g s an d riots n ation wide. 
Some were g an g -related, bu t precise 
fig u res are hard to pin down Sin ce 
then , the in stitu tion s hav e been 
qu ieter. 
Sev eral states say they hav e n o 
prison g an g s at all. Some of the big g er 
states, like Illin ois, say g an g stren g th 
has dropped off sig n ifican tly in the last 
two to three y ears. 


Bu t, in man y states, g an g s are by n o 
mean s a thin g of the past. 
Californ ia, which has had on e of the 
big g est problems with g an g s, has 
17,000 in mates in its male prison s. 
Officials say more than 1,300 of those 
men 
belon g 
to the state’s 
fou r 
stron g est g an g s. 
These fou r g an g s, as man y others in 
the cou n try , div ide alon g racial lin es — 
the Mex ican Mafia, the Black Gu erilla 
Family , Nu estra Familia (Mex ican ) 
an d the Ary an Brotherhood (white 
su premacist). 
Then there are bikers, Okies, Arkies, 
Tex an s an d other g an g s that break 
down on reg ion al Un es. “I am an Okie, 
an d the Okies ex pected me to be with 
the Okies,” on e former in mate said. 
Back in 1972, Californ ia officials 
estimated 60 per cen t of mu rders 
within the prison s were g an g -related. 
They hav e n ot made an y estimate 
sin ce, bu t the prison mu rders hav e 
fallen off sharply sin ce. 


In Nev ada, prison au thorities last 
mon th discov ered a n ew g an g at the 
Carson City prison called the Ary an 
Warriors. Twelv e in mates had the 
in itials ‘ AW” freshly tattooed on their 
arms. 
When y ou hav e a g rou p of g u y s 
willin g to kill to su pport their ac­ 
tiv ities, the impact Is en ormou s ev en if 
their n u mbers are small,” said Philip 
Gu thrie, spokesman for Californ ia’s 
prison sy stem. 
He said Californ ia prison au thorities 
kn ow of some g an g -related “hits” in 
prison s in which people died. An d he 
said fou r of the state’s 12 prison s hav e 
been “g iv en ov er to keepin g g an g s” 
apart. 
This div ide-an d-con qu er approach is 
u sed by prison au thorities all ov er the 
cou n try to break u p g an g s. In Ohio a 
prison official, Mau ry Koblen tz, de­ 
scribed the tactic this way : 
“So lon g as they pose n o threat to the 
operation of the in stitu tion we leav e 
them alon e. If we feel they will become 
a threat, then we mov e in to break 
them u p.” 
Man y u rban states hav e more prison 
g an g s than ru ral areas where, as on e 
Georg ia prison official pu t it, they see 
“hometown boy s” cliqu es. 
Prison officials in some popu lou s 
states, su ch as Florida an d Tex as, 
report n o g an g s at all. 
Robert Rain es, a Kan sas state 
prison official, said: “We ju st don ’t 
hav e org an ized g an g s in ou r in ­ 
stitu tion s like y ou do in prison s in big 
states. In ru ral areas, y ou ju st don ’t 
see mu ch of this ty pe of thin g .” 
Some prison critics, like H. L. 
Richardson , a con serv ativ e state 
sen ator in Californ ia, say some of­ 
ficials won ’t readily admit to g an g s’ 
ex isten ce. 
“To admit y ou hav e a g an g set u p 
in side y ou r iastitu tion is to admit y ou 
hav e n o con trol,” Richardson said.

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See Decline In Prison Gangs

The nation's prison gangs go by 
many names. There s the Wild Bunch 
in Missouri. The Mexican Mafia in 
California. The Church of the New 
Song in Oklahoma. The Vice I .or cis in 
Illinois. 
Wherever they spring up, whatever 
they are called, the nation's prison 
gangs generally work to operate and 
control the rackets inside the prison 
walla: protection services, drug sales, 
gambling and homosexual acts. 


In the early 1970s, there was a flurry 
of prison killings and riots nationwide. 
Some were gang-related, but precise 
figures are hard to pin down. Since 
then, the institutions have been 
quieter. 
Several states say they have no 
prison gangs at all. Some of the bigger 
states, like Illinois, say gang strength 
has dropped off significantly in the last 
two to three years. 


But, in many states, gangs are by no 
means a thing of the past. 
C alifornia, which has had one of the 
biggest problems with gangs, has 
17.000 inmates in its male prisons. 
Officials say more than 1,300 of those 
men 
belong 
to the state's 
four 
strongest gangs. 
These four gangs, as many others in 
the country, divide along racial lines — 
the Mexican Mafia, the Black Guerilla 
Family, Nuestra Familia (Mexican) 
and the Aryan Brotherhood (white 
supremacist). 
Then there are bikers, Okies, Arkies. 
Texans and other gangs that break 
down on regional lines. “I am an Okie, 
and the Okies expected me to be with 
the Okies,” one former inmate said. 
Back in 1972, California officials 
estimated 60 per cent of murders 
within the prisons were gang-related 
They have not made any estimate 
since, but the prison murders have 
fallen off sharply since. 


In Nevada, prison authorities last 
month discovered a new gang at the 
('arson City prison called the Aryan 
Warriors. Twelve inmates had the 
initials ‘ AW” freshly tattooed on their 
arms. 
When you have a group of guys 
willing to kill to .support their ac­ 
tivities, the impact Is enormous even if 
their numbers are small,” said Philip 
Guthrie, spokesman for California’s 
prison system. 
He said California prison authorities 
know of some gang-related “hits” in 
prisoas in which people died. And he 
said four of the state’s 12 prisons have 
been “given over to keeping gangs” 
apart. 
This divide-and-conquer approach is 
used by prison authorities all over the 
country to break up gangs. In Ohio a 
prison official. Maury Koblentz. de­ 
scribed the tactic this way: 
“So long as they pose no threat to the 
operation of the institution we leave 
them alone. If we feel they will become 
a threat, then we move in to break 
them up.” 
Many urban states have more prison 
gangs than rural areas where, as one 
Georgia prison official put it, they see 
“hometown boys" cliques. 
Prison officials in some populous 
states, such as Florida and Texas, 
report no gangs at all. 
Robert Raines, a 
Kansas state 
prison official, said: "We just don’t 
have organized gangs in our in­ 
stitutions like you do in prisons in big 
states. In rural areas, you just don't 
see much of this type of thing.” 
Some prison critics, like H. L. 
Richardson, a conservative state 
senator in California, say some of­ 
ficials won’t readily admit to gangs' 
existence. 
"To admit you have a gang set up 
inside your institution is to admit you 
have no control," Richardson said.

years in prison, also is skeptical about 
prison officials who say they have no 
gangs in their institutions. 
Holder, who served 13 of his years at 
Folsom Prison in northern California, 
said: “Gangs have always been in 
prisons since they built the first prison. 
“They’re nothing new, and they’re 
no different than they’ve always been. 
Prior to gangs like Nuestra Familia 
and the Mexican Mafia, they were just 
neighborhood gangs. They have just 
changed their names and given 
themselves more, quote, 
political’ 
names.” 
A decline in gang activity seems to 
be very real in some big urban states, 
such as Illinois. Frank Mueller, a state 
prison official there, said the drop has 
occurred in the last 2^ years 
M any prison authorities say one 
reason for the decline in gang activity 
is inmates’ growing realization that 
prison officials just crack down harder 
when gang-related violence occurs. 
"If you have a situation of six or 
eight young guys terrorizing other 
inmates, the older inmates will either 
lean on these guys or let the adminis­ 
tration know who they are. The older 
inmates have the institutions behind 
them. The last thing they want is a 
bunch of young kids upsetting the 
apple cart,” said Al Castro, a New 
York state prison official. 
Holder, the former Folsom Prison 
inmate, says what influences prisoners 
“more than anything else is just being 
at the complete mercy of the ad­ 
ministration and knowing by these 
types of acts, they are just playing into 
the hands of the man.” 
What the inmates get out of the gang, 
Holder says, is a sense of identity and 
dignity that the prisons strip from 
them. 
Then there’s also the deep loyalty 
bond tying gang members together 
"We aren’t wit to have a Sunday 
picnic fistfight," said John Trainor, a 
motorcycle gang member at Walla 
Walla 
State 
Penitentiary 
in 
Washington. 
"No member will lose a fight. If one 
of us falls, there's going to be 
somebody there to help him get back 
up,” Trainor said. 
The Walla Walla prison psy­ 
chologist, Dr. William Hunter, says 
many of the biker gang's members are 
“out and out homosexuals.” 
Generally prison authorities say 
homosexual favors are not one of the 
main 
things 
gangs 
seek 
in 
an 
organized fashion as they work to 
control rackets. 
"I 
don't 
think 
the gangs are 
organized to control sex. But now, 
you'll sometimes have trouble between 
gangs as lockers from one group start 
driving on a queen from another 
group.” said Guthrie, the California 
state prison spokesman (A "jocker” 
is the male figure in a homosexual 
relationship and a “queen” is the 
female.)

Dr. Gene Mendenhall of the Scioto 
Paint Valley Guidance Center and Dr. 
Roger I>ewis also of the Center, who is 
soon to be located at Berger Hospital, 
were the speakers for the February 
meeting of Circleville Forum, held at 
the Red Cross Chapter House at noon 
on Friday. 
Dr. Mendenhall stressed that, while 
improper use of alcohol seems most

Pollution Plan Rapped By Foe 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( A Pi — state 
lawmakers looking at agricultural 
pollution problems are being steered in 
different directions by Agriculture 
Director John M. Stackhouse and 
Natural Resources chief Robert W 
Teater. 


Stackhouse appeared before a House 
committee Tuesday to say a measure 
proposed by Teater is not needed and 
would impose a financial burden on 
farmers while having government 
mandate 
farm 
production 
and 
management. 


Teater, asked about Stackhouse’s 
testimony, defended the measure as 
"a 
reasonable 
approach" 
that 
provides for local standards and local 
control, agreed to following public 
hearings on behalf of those would be 
affected. 


Among other things, Stackhouse 
deplored one provision of the bill that 
would empower already existing soil 
and water districts to set standards 
«.hat call for a “a minimum level of 
management practices” to prevent 
pollution. He said “ this constitutes the 
basis 
for 
mandated 
land 
management.” 


The agriculture director also ex­ 
pressed concern that the bill provides 
no help for farmers from public funds 
while not providing means for them to 
replace lost income. “ I believe the 
public must be required to share the 
cast if we ever have a program like 
this,” he added. 


Teater said he thinks Stackhouse 
probably has misjudged the impact of 
the bill. “ Most farmers want to follow 
sound management practices. It 
makes them sad to see their good soil 
erode and wash away in streams," he 
said, adding he thinks “ there would be 
very few violators." 
The natural resources director, who 
said he and Stackhouse have "an 
honest professional difference of 
opinion," said he believes farmers 
over the long haul would reap benefits 
from such efforts as erosion control 
and silt retention 
with 
increased 
production. If a project has areawide 


or community impact, Teater said, he 
would agree that public funding should 
come into play. 


The natural resources director noted 
that Stackhouse "was out of the state" 
in recent years when public hearings 
were conducted by local soil and water 
districts and as a result might not be 
aware of the extent of the bill's sup­ 
port. 


Among those backing it, he said, are 
each soil and water district in the 
state -one in each county as well as 
their statewide organization He said 
the Ohio Farm Bureau and Ohio 
Municipal 
league also helped 
in 
preparation of the legislation. 
Stackhouse said support for the bill

Pollution Plan Rapped By Foe 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
lawmakers looking at agricultural 
pollution problems are being steered in 
different directions by Agriculture 
Director John M. Stackhouse and 
Natural Resources chief Robert W 
Teater. 


Stackhouse appeared before a House 
committee Tuesday to say a measure 
proposed by Teater is not needed and 
would impose a financial burden on 
farm ers while having government 
m andate 
farm 
production 
and 
management. 


feater. asked about Stackhouse's 
testimony, defended the measure as 
“ a 
reasonable 
approach’’ 
that 
provides for local standards and local 
control, agreed to following public 
hearings on behalf of those would be 
affected. 


Among other things. Stackhouse 
deplored one provision of the bill that 
would empower already existing soil 
and water districts to set standards 
that call for a “a minimum level of 
management practices” to prevent 
pollution. He said "this constitutes the 
basis 
for 
m andated 
land 
managem ent.” 


The agriculture director also ex­ 
pressed concern that the bill provides 
no help for farm ers from public funds 
while not providing means for them to 
replace lost income. ‘‘I believe the 
public must be required to share the 
cost if we ever have a program like 
this.” he added. 


Teater said he thinks Stackhouse 
probably has misjudged the impact of 
the bill. "Most farmers want to follow 
sound management practices. It 
makes them sad to see their good soil 
erode and wash away in streams,” he 
said, adding he thinks “there would be 
very few violators.” 
The natural resources director, who 
said he and Stackhouse have “an 
honest professional difference of 
opinion,” said he believes farmers 
over the long haul would reap benefits 
from such efforts as erosion control 
and silt 
retention with 
increased 
production If a project has areawide 


or community impact, Teater said, he 
would agree that public funding should 
come into play. 


The natural resources director noted 
that Stackhouse “was out of the state” 
in recent years when public hearings 
were conducted by local soil and water 
districts and as a result might not be 
aware of the extent of the bill’s sup­ 
port 


Among those backing it, he said, are 
each soil and water district in the 
state Tine in each county—as well as 
their statewide organization He said 
the Ohio Farm Bureau and Ohio 
Municipal 
league also helped 
in 
preparation of the legislation.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - Two 
minority groups which don’t usually 
catch the public eye were looked upon 
favorably by legislators Tuesday with 
bills recognizing their constitutional 
rights. 


The minority groups were the 
mentally ill and public school students. 
Each was the subject of legislation 
approved in one chamber of the 
General Assembly. 


The House voted 89-6 for a bill of 
rights for mental patients, defining 
their right to treatment and rights 
against improper commitment. 


In the Senate, lawmakers voted 29-0 
in favor of a bill defining procedures 
for suspension and expulsion of public 
school students 


The bill was a reaction to a U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that Ohio’s 
present law does not sufficiently 
safeguard the students' rights. 


The mental rights bill, sponsored by 
Rep. Paul R. I^eonard, D-37 Dayton, 
spells out that mental patients remain 
citizens, subject to the bill of rights of 
the U.S. Constitution. 


“ The bill of rights would guarantee 
and 
restore to those that 
are 
hospitalized the basic civil rights held 
by everyone else in society,” I^eonard 
said. 


The rights guaranteed would include 
a right to treatment and a right to 
periodic review of competence. The 
bill also provides that mental patients 
are entitled to all other civil rights 
unless they cannot be granted for 
medical reasons. 
For persons facing involuntary 
commitment, the bill spells out right to 
counsel and right to a jury trial. 
It also allows an existing cadre of 
state lawyers to oversee the mental 
health system to assure patients’ 
rights are protected. 


But Rep. Richard H. Finan, R-19 
Cincinnati, claimed the measure 
simply diverts funding from treatment 
to administration. 


“ To make these changes, it takes 
money," Finan said. “ We are not 
going to put the money into the areas 
where it's needed, for treatment. 


“ Instead, we’re going to mandate 
that that money be spent in legal costs 
and administration, things that will not 
help these patients one bit.” 
In the Senate, the procedural bill for 
students was termed a “ clear and 
equitable response” to the 1975 court 
ruling overturning Ohio’s present law. 
The new law will require written 
notice to students of impending 
disciplinary action and will allow 
students to confront their accusers.

A survey of the 
major candidates in Tuesday's pri­ 
mary shows just $6,000 going to New 
Hampshire’s only commercial station. 
WMUR-TV in Manchester. 


In Boston, a 30-second commercial 
can cost as little as $25 or as much as 
$1,500. depending on the time of day it 
is 
aired.

Boston TV spots are used to promote 
the candidates not only

Hampshire’s primary 
but

sachusetts’ March 2 primary election 
as well. 


On the Republican side, former 
California Gov.

One radio spot in­ 
cludes a ticking clock and a recitation 
of Udall’s proposals for dealing with 
unemployment and high prices. 
Carter’s ads stress his background 
as a peanut farmer, governor of 


Georgia and state legislator. He also 
assumes the stance of a "people’s 
candidate.” 
One TV spot shows Harris in front of 
the Oklahoma house in which he grew 
up. He talks of humble origins and 
familiarity with hard work. 
Bayh, too, stresses his background, 
and in one ad, declares there is nothing 
wrong with being a politician. “Ifs 
going to take a good politician to make 
a good President,” he says.

“The government will put aside $2.2 
billion to bolster the army and internal 
security forces over the next five 
years. We will buy weapons from 
France, the U.S. and elsewhere to 
make the army and internal security 
forces strong enough to defend 
l*ebanon,” he said.

NEW ORIANS (AP) - Gratitude 
used to be the only pay for lawyers who 
fought to desegregate schools in the 
South but today there’s money in civil 
rights. 
The latest example is the scramble 
over how much Mobile County, Ala., is 
going to have to pay the lawyers who 
forced the school board into un­ 
conditional legal surrender. 
Judging by the directions contained 
in a Fifth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruling here recently, the total legal fee 
will be around $63,000 — not much, as 
these things go, but it spends better 
than gratitude. 
A final figure depends on U.S. 
District Court hearings to be held in 
Mobile, with the judge also to decide 
which lawyers get the cash. 
The lure of legal fees, paid by the 
loser, is fertilizing a whole new 
practice in the civil rights disputes 
involving schools, employment dis­ 
crimination, voting rights, fair housing 
and public accommodations. 
Congress intended it that way in 
passing laws specifying that legal fees 
be awarded in such cases. 
In Charleston, S.C., Mary Francis 
Derfner, whose husband is a lawyer, 
tried to keep track of legal fee awards 
in civil rights cases but has found no 
feasible way to get a grasp on the total 
pay involved in largely unreported 
cases scattered in U.S. district courts 
across the South. 
At times, the awards warm the legal 
heart 
In a school desegregation fight 
which 
established 
landmark 
precedent, a case known to lawyers as 
“ Swann 
versus 
Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg,” the court awarded fees 
of $175,000. 
Fees sometimes start small but 
grow with amazing speed. 
In the desegregation of Richmond, 
Va., schools, which took IO years, the 
court first awarded a legal fee of $75, 
Mrs. Derfner said, but after various 
appeals the amount wound up at 
$43,000. 
“The big money is in Title Seven 
law, 
which 
is 
employment 
discrimination,” said Mrs. Derfner. 
“But it usually takes three years 
before your fee awards start coming 
in, so for the first three years you are 
in pretty rough shape if you’re just 
starting out.” 
She operates an informal sideline 
entitled "The Attorneys’ Fees Project 
of the lawyers Committee for Civil 
Rights Under Law.” 
In Jackson, Miss., Frank Parker, 
who heads the committee’s work in 
that state, smiles as he looks forward 
to a check totaling $52,736 from the 
State of Mississippi. 
That’s the amount a Judge has 
decreed the state must pay in fees and 
expenses to the lawyer who won a 1974 
court order that Mississippi make 
improvements on its famed Ranchman 
Prison. 
Prison conditions were not among 
the fields of civil rights litigation in 
which law now says legal fees should 
be paid. But in the Parchman case, the 
Judge said fees were part of the 
remedy because the state was guilty of 
“obdurant obstinacy” in opposing 
demands which it knew were legal. 
Among other things, “obdurant” 
means hardened against moral or 
mollifying influences, unyielding, 
stubbornly wicked. 
Deciding whether you are being 
stubbornly wicked or just defending 
your client can pose a dilemma for a 
lawyer involved in civil right’s 
litigation. 
“The ruling means that all the at­ 
torney generals of the State of 
Mississippi should have done was lay 


down like a catfish and let the state be 
gutted, that we should put up no de­ 
fense,” Atty. Gen. A. F. Summer 
complained after last week’s decision. 
Parker said Roy Haber, now of 
Colorado Springs, Colo., handled the 
Parchman case but the fee would stay 
with the committee. 
The state thus finds itself ordered to 
chip in to help support a group which 
has been a thorn in its legal flanks for 
years. 
In fact, Parker says such fee awards 
may become a significant part of the 
committee’s $175,000 annual budget. 
“Conceivably, we could bring in 
$50,000 a year, maybe more,” he said. 
“We haven’t actually gotten much 
cash so far but we have a lot of awards 
pending. When we finally get them it 
will sure help a lot.” 
lawyers for plaintiffs in civil rights 
cases present their bill based on hours 
worked — on a scale ranging up to $150 
an hour but averaging $50 
For the loser that resists payment 
and forces appeals, the catch is the 
final total may include hours spent in 
preparing and pleading appeals. 
In the Mobile case, Vernon Z. 
Crawford, one of the lawyers for Birdie 
Mae Davis, asked the court for over-all 
fees totaling $206,450, based on pay of 
$50 an hour, plus $38,887 in expenses. 
The period covered was from July I, 
1969 to Sept. I, 1970. 
District Court Judge William B. 
Hand rejected the claim for expenses 
and cut the fee to $38,000. The Fifth 
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Circuit upheld him because the time 
sheet was so vague. 
The $38,000 breaks down to $22.10 an 
hour instead of $50, but the Fifth said 
the same result would have been 
reached had the judge slashed the 
claimed hours by 56 per cent. Such a 
cut would have been justified, the Fifth 
said, due to such items as 50Mt hours 
for three lawyers to study a 4^ipage 
report, or 26 hours for two lawyers to 
review a seven-line court order 
denying a stay. 
In remanding the case, the Fifth 
directed that an additional fee be 
calculated for time involved in 
pleading the case before the U.S. 
Supreme Court, and tacked on about 
$5,000 to cover time spent thus far in 
appeals concerning the fee.

A tom Plant Safety Said Lax 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 
safety checks on nuclear reactor 
controls are less stringent than those 
governing toasters and hair dryers, 
according to three engineers who quit 
their jobs to warn of dangers of 
nuclear power. 
The three, who resigned from 
middle-level management positions at 
General Electric’s nuclear division on 
Feb. 2 so they could focus attention on 
nuclear safety defects, warned today 
that federal regulations lack any 
requirem ent for an independent 
review of certain nuclear controls. 
They made their statem ent in 
testimony prepare^ for the Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee 
The three former General Electric 
officials, Dale G. 
Rridenbaugh. 
Richard B. Hubbard and Gregory C. 
Minor, said in their statement, how­ 
ever, that the ability of the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to effectively 
regulate the nuclear industry is 
suspect. 
“The tremendous cost, schedule and 
political pressures experienced make 
unbiased 
decisions, 
with 
true 
evaluations of the consequences, 
impossible to achieve,” the statement 
said. “This is the ultimate deficiency 
of our nuclear program ” 
The statement said the primary 
focus of a safety evaluation of 19 
operating nuclear plants “has been to 
‘prove’ the plants are safe enough for 
continued operation, not to openly 
assess their true safety."

with nuclear plants were based on 
technical inadequacies or insufficient 
data. 
After they resigned, the engineers 
met with William A. Anders, chairman 
of the Nuclear Regulatory Com­ 
mission, and other commission of­ 
ficials. The commission said after the 
meeting that the engineers’ com­ 
plaints were philosophical and dealt 
with general safety issues that were 
under consideration by the com­ 
mission staff. 
Rridenbaugh, involved with nuclear 
power plants since 1958 and a General 
Electric employe since 1953, spent the 
past IO months on a special project 
evaluating the safety of 25 nuclear 
power plants. 
Hubbard 
was 
responsible 
for 
developing and implementing plans 
assuring that products of the com­ 
pany’s nuclear energy control and 
instrum entation department met 
federal quality requirements 
Minor was responsible for the design 


of safety and control systems. 
Referring to problems in safety 
equipment, the engineers said in their 
congressional statement that Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission “ require­ 
ments for safety-related equipment 
are less stringent” than codes 
developed in 1911 to protect the public 
from boiler explosions. 
In addition, they said, the com­ 
mission does not require an in­ 
dependent third party similar to the 
Underwriters laboratories, Inc., to 
evaluate safetyrelated equipment. 
Underwriters laboratories was found­ 
ed in 1894 to investigate and test 
electrical appliances. 
"The public has a right to know that 
an electrical appliance, such as a 
toaster or hair dryer, has more 
stringent safety checks than the 
electrical instruments that control a 
nuclear plant,” the statement said 
“This is a clear demonstration of the 
inadequate attention given by the NRC 
towards protecting the public safety.”

Secrecy Penalties Under Fire 


Congress will go along or try to outlaw 
additional types of covert operations 
beyond assassinations. 
While leaving most covert activity- 
alone, Ford issued orders Wednesday 
barring break-ins, bugging and other 
domestic spying by intelligence 
agencies except in certain circum­ 
stances. But those exceptions would 
appear to give official sanction to some 
of the CIA’s questionable past 
domestic activities against U.S 
citizens. 
He also asked Congress for criminal 
sanctions for leaking secrets. 
But Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., a ranking member of the Senate 
intelligence committee, predicted 
Congress will go "much beyond" 
outlawing assassinations and will ban 
such covert CIA political activity as 
that conducted in Chile and Italy.

grand jury and demanding to know 
where he got information.

Under the Ford proposal, an in­ 
dividual who was convicted of leaking 
classified intelligence information 
could be sentenced to a maximum of 
five years in prison and fined $5,000 
That penalty would apply to anyone 
"in duly authorized possession or 
control of iniormation relating to in­ 
telligence sources and methods." 
The definition specifies that it ap­ 
plies not only to government employes 
but also to "a contractor of the United 
States government, or an employe of a 
contractor of the United States 
government." 
Morgan also said that while the 
proposal permits an individual to 
challenge whether leaked material 
was "lawfully classified and legally 
designated." it makes it difficult to 
prove. 
The Ford bill said “the court shall 
not invalidate the classification or 
designation unless it finds that the 
• judgment of the department or agency 
... was arbitrary, capricious and with­ 
out a reasonable basis in fact." 
"It puts the burden of proof on the 
criminal defendant," said Morgan.

For the first time, an elementary 
astronomy course will be offered at the 
I Lancaster campus of Ohio University 
during the spring quarter The three - 
credit course, astronomy 300, will 
meet Monday evenings 7-10 p.m.
